Please note the BPAI decision dated 05/29/2009. 
Although indicated as allowable by the BPAI, claims 1-6, 9, 10 have been previously 
cancelled by the Preliminary Amendment (04/24/04), claims 11-2, 14-15, 19-21, 23 
have been cancelled by the Amendments submitted on 07/31/2006, 
09/18/06,01/10/07/08/21/07. 
Claims 13, 16-18, 22, 24-26 stay in the application. 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1 3, 1 6-18, 22, 24-26 are allowed because the prior art does not teach 
a method of measurement of thermal conductivity, as claimed by applicant, of a 
honeycomb structure. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The prior art cited in the PTO-892 and not mentioned above 
disclose related devices and methods.
